FOR  THE  YEAR  1955. 


To  The  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Council 
Lady  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  the  Annual  Report  on  the 
health  of  Huyton-with-Roby  for  the  year  1955.  I am  happy  to 
report  that  this  compares  very  favourably  with  that  of  the  previous 
year. 

The  birth  rate  of  19.8  per  1,000  estimated  population  showed 
a slight  increase  compared  with  1954,  and  was  still  appreciably 
higher  than  the  rate  for  England  and  Wales,  which  was  15.00. 

The  adjusted  death  rate  at  12.5  per  1,000  estimated  population 
compares  favourably  with  the  rate  for  England  and  Wales,  which 
was  11.7. 

The  infant  mortality  rate  was  31  per  1,000  live  births,  being  only 
slightly  greater  than  that  for  the  previous  year.  There  were 
three  maternal  deaths  during  the  year  under  review. 

The  incidence  of  infectious  disease  was  slightly  higher  than 
during  the  previous  year  due,  mainly,  to  a greater  number  of  cases  of 
whooping  cough  and  dysentery. 

Seven  cases  of  diphtheria  were  notified  during  the  year  compared 
with  those  during  the  previous  year.  Only  two  of  the  cases  had 
been  immunised. 

One  case  of  polio-myelitis  was  notified  during  the  year. 

The  incidence  of  respiratory  tuberculosis  showed  a further 
reduction.  During  the  year  a very  close  liason  was  maintained 
with  the  local  Chest  Clinic. 

In  conclusion  I would  like  to  take  this  opportunity  of  expressing 
my  thanks  to  the  Health  Committee  for  their  support  and  en- 
couragement during  the  year,  and  to  the  officials  of  the  Council,  in 
particular  to  Mr.  Colin  Cooper,  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector,  for  their 
assistance  at  all  times.

Scarlet  Fever  : — 

Seventeen  cases  were  notified  during  the  year.  The  number  of 
cases  notified  during  the  preceding  five  years  were  as  follows  : — 
1950—69;  1951—31;  1952—124;  1953—39;  1954—22. 

Ten  cases  were  removed  to  hospital  and  the  other  seven  cases 
were  isolated  at  home.  In  the  main  the  cases  where  of  a mild  type. 

Diphtheria  : — 

Seven  cases  were  notified  during  the  year  compared  with  six  cases 
during  1954.  These  cases  involved  five  families.  Only  two  cases 
had  been  previously  immunised.  There  were  no  deaths.  Intensive 
investigations  were  carried  out  regarding  the  source  of  these  cases, 
and  330  Nose  and  Throat  swabs  were  taken  from  school  and  home 
contacts.  As  a result  of  these  investigations  4 carriers  were  dis- 
covered. Two  of  the  cases  were  found  to  have  a connection  with 
other  diphtheria  cases  notified  in  the  Whiston  Rural  District  which 
is  contiguous  with  Huyton  Urban  District.  A detailed  report  on 
all  these  cases  has  been  supplied  to  the  Ministry  of  Health.

Dysentery  : — 

102  cases  were  notified  during  the  year — shigella  Sonne  being  the 
only  organisms  isolated.  42  of  the  cases  were  accounted  for  by 
outbreaks  at  two  day-nurseries,  the  remaining  cases  having  occured 
in  various  parts  of  the  district  throughout  the  year.  It  is  felt  that 
the  larger  number  of  notifications  is  probably,  in  part,  due  to  more 
correct  notification.  During  the  course  of  the  year  430  specimens 
of  faeces  were  submitted  to  the  bacteriological  laboratories,  an 
increase  of  200  specimens  compared  with  the  previous  year.

Water  Supply— 

The  Water  Supply  for  the  District  is  obtained  from  the  Corpora- 
tion of  Liverpool,  and  is  satisfactory  both  in  quality  and  in  quantity. 
Water  is  supplied  from  public  mains  as  follows  : — 

(a)  Direct  to  dwellings  houses  : — 15,003  dwelling 

houses. 

(b)  By  means  of  stand  pipe  : — none. 

Water  is  supplied  from  a private  supply  in  one  case  i.e.,  shallow 
well,  and  serving  one  dwelling  house.

House  to  house  inspection  of  Council  Houses  has  been  carried 
out  during  the  year  by  the  Sanitary  Inspectors.  1,697  visits  having 
been  made  for  this  purpose.

Forty-six  are  dealers  only,  and  one  is  a manufacturing 
dealer.  Premises  are  frequently  inspected  and  all  operations 
regularly  scrutinised.  Conditions  are  satisfactory  on  all  these 
premises.

1.  Milk  containing  13.8%  extraneous  water.  This  was  a sample 
of  sterilised  milk,  and.  had  been  caused  by  a faulty  bottle  cap 
during  the  process  of  sterilisation.  The  dealer  was  cautioned. 

2.  Sausage  containing  excessive  preservative.  The  manu- 
facturer received  a letter  of  warning. 

3.  Ice  lollies  showing  metallic  contamination.  This  was  the 
result  of  defective  moulds.  The  maker  concerned  renewed 
his  moulds. 

There  were  no  prosecutions  during  the  year.
